Meet Stan Kenton who: is rising to

One of the most difficult fields of 
endeavor to tackle, and achieve success, 
is the songwriting profession. And yet 
the nation’s most prominent song pub- 
lishers will tell you that three, out of 
five Americans have either composed or 
are attempting to compose tunes which 
eventually, they hope, will land on top 
of the Hit Parade. 

Wedding a pretty melody to a lyric 
perfectly is more difficult than it seems. 
All too often the aspiring writer is a 
whiz at poetry but lacking a melodic 
sense. Occasionally we who are band- 
leaders min. into crack musicians who 
have composed lovely melodies but 
who, unfortunately, have no lyric to 
match them.

He won’t even look at 
it. Don’t send money to “song 
sharks’ who promise you big things 
for a fee. Get your home-town mu- 
siclans and singers interested, have 
them play it in public, and if it is 
catchy enough and attracts enough 
attention in your home bailiwick 
the New York publishers will seex 
you out for the publishing rights.
